Paris, Sept. 7.— The w ar office in 
a message to General Gallieni today 
declared the French forces under the 
immediate direction of General Jo lire 
eo-ojiorating in a general movement 
with Sir John French,

At the 
same 
time the British forces broke through 
the German lines left of 
the right 
wing. 
This movement imperilled the 
entire German wing and forced the 
German 
com m ander 
hurriedly 
to 
w ithdraw all of his troops from Lille 
and 
(ho 
neighboring 
t owns 
to 
strengthen lii> position. 


It is now accepted here th a t tho 
real reason for the failure o f 
the 
G erm ans to continue their m arch di­ 
rectly on Paris, was the discovery 
that the allied plan of battle con­ 
templated a general engagement t<> 
tin* westward o f Paris. 
The French 
arm y was massed and heavily en ­ 
trenched and 
everything 
was 
in 
readiness to spring the tra p which the 
general staff lias been hinting was 
already baited. 
But 
the 
German 
cavalry scouts and their airmen r e ­ 
ported Iht' exact conditions and the 
Paris assault was immediately de­ 


ferred. 


It is believed here t h a t the Ger­ 
m ans will hold the positions they now 
occupy with their 
southerly 
lines 
resting north of the Grand 
Morin 
river n ea r L a F e rte Caucher. 
It is 
stated th a t the French and Germ ans 
have been in co n tac t hero also with 
the ad v a n ta g e resting with the French 
skirmishers. 
It is believed here the 
German right wing lias been ordered 
to maintain its position pending the 
outcome of the lighting along the 
Neuse. 
The G erm ans 
crossed 
in 
great strength at S te nay and found 
themselevs opposed by nearly half a 
million French. 
The line of battle 
here extends from the neighborhood 
of Bethel to Verdun which is s u r ­ 
rounded, and some reports say the 


German emperor himself is there di­ 
recting the general campaign. 
It is 
positively known th a t the armies of 
the crown prince ami of the Grand 


Duke of W nrtem burg have been o p ­ 
erating here f o r more than a week. 


P a ris continues tranquil. T h o u s­ 
an d s o f refugees have left the city, 
others 
are 
leaving.

Americans were warned by A m b as­

Some time between eight and 
nine o’clock S a tu rd a y night he fell 
ui a vat of boiling w a te r and s u s ­ 
tained the burns which caused his 
death a few hours later.

The llesli all over Mr. Thompson’s 
body was burned excepting one of 
his hands and forearm s which did 
not go under tlu* water, spots on his 
head where tin* w a te r did not splash 
and Ins feet. 
His shoes protected 
them. 
He was taken to tlu* city hos­ 
pital at once but there was never any 
hope for his recovery. 


The vat of water is on tlu* level 
with tlu* floor on which he walked. It. 
m presumed that he lost his balance 
and fell in.
